OF TAX EQUALIZA TION 


One Financier Tells Execu- 
tive That Bonds Could Be 
Sold in England Without: 
Any Difficulty. 


Splendid reports of the prosperity 
of Georgia and of the high esteem in 
which the state’s financial position is 
held by New York bankers were 
brought back yesterday by Governor 
Slaton on his return from a twelve 
days’ stay in the metropolis. 

The governor returned to the city 
@t noon and drove to the executive 
mansion on Peachtree street, where he 
and Mrs, Slaton will remain for the 
rest of the winter. He was in his 
office at the capitol during the after- 
noon, being very busily engaged in 
cutching up with the work which had 
accumulated during his absence. 

The governor has no doubt that the 
State will be able to float its refunding 
bonds next year at a low rate of in- 
terest. He found that the New York 
moneyed interests had thoroughly 
familiarized themselves with the tax 
@qualization law enacted last summer, 
@nd that that law had gone far toward 
establishing the credit of the state. 

Georgia's Prosperity Known. 

Also the ownership by the state ofa 
railroad which was pledged by the 
constitution to the payment of the 
state debt, ana which was worth more 
than three times the amount of that 
debt, made it almost certain that Geor- 
Gia would have no difficulty in dis- 
posing of her bonds when the time 
came. In this connection, the governor 
pald:

DONE BY NAPOLEON 


Italian, Supposed ‘to Be Mad, 
Poses as Patriot for Theft 
of the Famous Masterpiece 
From the Louvre. 


ITALY WILL RETURN 
PAINTING UNHARMED 


Former Employee in Lou- 
vre Cut Canvas From the 
Frame, and, Hiding It in 
His Blouse, Escaped. 


Florence, Italy, December 12.-—“Mona 
Lisa,” Leonardo Da Vinci's great paint- 
ing, which was stolen from the Louvre, 
in Paris, more than two years ago, has 
been found. It is now in the hands of 
the Italian authorities and will be re- 
turned to France. 

“Mona Lisa” or “La Joconde,” as it 
is more popularly known, the most cele- 
' brated pertrait.of a woman ever paint- 
ed. has been the object of exhaustive 
search in all quarters of the globe. 
The mystery of its abstraction from the 
Louvre, its great Intrinsic value and 
the strange fascination of the smile of 
the woman it portrayed—Lisa Del Gio- 
conde—have combined te keep alive 
interest in its recovery. ‘ 

The picture was recovered under 
curious circumstances. An Italian 
wrote to Signor Gerl, an antiquary of 
Florence, some weeks ago, saying: 

“tl am in possession of the missing 
‘Mona ‘Lisa,’ ‘but being a patriotic Ital- 
lan, I desire that {t shall remain in 
Florence, the center of Italian art.” 

Little Attention Given Note. 

He signed the letter “Leonard” and 
the antiquary at first paid small at- 
tention to it, thinking he had to deal 
with a madman.

Fletcher Had Been Empow- 
ered by Government to Use 
Own Discretion in Protect- 
ing Foreign Residents and 
Their Property. 


Mexico City, December 12.—Rear A@- 
miral Fletcher, commander of the 


American naval forces in Mexican 
waters, today ordered the rebels and 
federals fighting at Tampico to cease 
firing, threatening to open up on them 
with the guns of the gunboat Wheel- 
ing if his order was not obeyed. Beth 
sides complied with the order. 

This information is contained In a 
dispatch received tonight by Sir Lionel 
Carden, -the British minister, from 
Rear Admiral Sir Christopher Cradock, 
of the British cruiser Berwick, whieh 
is lying off Tampico. 

The federals hold the center of the 
tawn of Tampico and the water front,’ 
Rear Admiral Fletcher hag omered: - 
foreigners to take refuge on board 
ships or to congregate on the water 
front, where they will be under the 
protection of his guns. 

No Official Messages. 

Washington, December 12.—Inetrue- 
tions to Rear Admiral Fletcher have 
been of a general character, and he has 
been expected to use his own Giscre- 
tion in protecting foreigners and their 
property. Secretary Bryan had retired 
when press dispatches telling of Ad- 
miral Fletcher's action at Tampico 
were received.

The earliest historians of Rome wrote in 
the time of the Punic wars, and had to de- 
pend almost entirely on oral tradition, since 
the greater part of the records of the 
city had been burned when Rome was taken 
by Gauls in 390 B. C. Moreover, the legen- 
dary narrative contains many inconsisten- 
cies and chronological impossibilities, much 
that would appear improbable, even if sup- 
ported by the best of evidence, and mucn 
that is obviously the result invention.

dent that the site of Rome inhabited at 
a very early period Flint implements 
remains of the Bronze Age have been found 
on the Aventine and elsewhere: and from 
the early Iron Age onwards we have a con- 
tinuous archaeological record, owing to the 
discovery of ancient burial places.

Efficient Housekeeping

Vegetable Soup and Purees. 

Vegetable soup is one of the great re- 
liances of the cook in cold weather. It 
contains all the elements of good eating anc 
satisfies the hungriest 
workman or the raven- 
sus school child. 

When preparing 
vegetables take care 
put those vegetables re- 
quiring most cooking 
into the kettle first. 
Each quart of soup will 
require one-half cup of 
beans, one-half 

diced carrots, 
one-half cup of peas. 
Onions or tomatoes may 
also be used as well as 
a few tablespoonfuls of 
diced white turnip. 

The vegetables that 
need longest cooking 
may be blanched in 
boiling salted water un- 
til almost tender and 
then added to the soup 
with the peas and oi.her 
ingredients that cook 
quickly.

Tomato is sometimes called cream 
of tomato Add a quart of canned 
tomatoes to a pint of stock water—the 
soup will be finer if stock used. Add 
one bay leaf, a sprig of parsley, a stick of 
celery, pepper, salt and a teaspoonful of 
sugar and half a teaspoonful of cinnamon. 
Cook carefully until the tomato is soft. In 
another saucepan blend a tablespoonful of 
butter with a tablespoonful of flour, cook 
this, but do not brown it. When smooth stir 
in a little of the tomato mixture to dilute 
it and then mix with the remainder 
of the tomato. Press whole through the 
vegetable sieve, reheat with sip- 
pets of buttered toast.
